JASPER PLACE CHOIRS 


Concert Choir is a credited course that works on light 
classical and comprehensive music. The choir, conducted by 
Garth Worthington, perform at the school concerts, junior 
high schools and local malls. 


Jazz, blues and soul are the mainstays of the other five- 
credit course, Jazz Choir. Under Dan Bagan’s direction 
they participate in the same functions as the Concert Choir 
and are occasionally hired out for other functions. 


The third choir in the music program is the Show Choir. 
Their music spans from ballads to up-beat pop music, all 
accompanied by choreography that the students design 
themselves. Dan Bagan conducts the Show Choir for 
banquets, local T.V. shows, conferences, and the school 
concerts that keep the group quite busy performing.
